Researcher fights hype on stem cells

Not many 
therapies have

from unproven claims to 
‘breakthroughs' that aren't 
really so revolutinnary’K the 
science of stem cells is signtfi- 
cantly overhyped^ says one 
Edmonton researcher. 


Ihe Intemational Society for 
Stem Cell Kesearch released 
new guidelines on the ethical 
conduct of stem cell research 
T'hursdayH and for the first 
time^ they included a section 
on toning down the hype. 

The new advice was i^iitten 
by a team of health ethics re¬ 
searchers, including the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta's Tim Caul¬ 
field, who specializes in health 
lavir. “1 think that the issue of 
science hype is every’where^ 
but it seems particularly prob¬ 
lematic in the contest of stem 
cells," he said. 

While he said stem cells 
have a lot of potential, he add¬ 
ed there aren't actually that 



uumy therapies out there that 
have the scientific backing to 
treat patients yet. 

Given the attention the tech¬ 
nology has been given as it's 
gone from controversial new 
idea to fad of the moment, it's 
easy to think otherwise. 

“You hear athletes talking 
about unproven stem cell ther¬ 
apies, you see marketing for 
stem cell skin cream, all of this 
is presented in popular culture 
in a very uncritical fashion and 
I think that is probJematic/' 
Caulfield said. “1 think it mis¬ 


informs the public about the 
slate of the science." 

ihe recommendations place 
an obligation on researchers 
to be realistic about their 
research, though Caulfield 
points out that there are a lot 
of people involved in what he 
calls the “hype pipeline.^ 
“From research, to research 
institutions, to the media, to 
the market, they all benefit 
from a little bit of hir'pe. j\nd 
often they do this unconscious¬ 
ly, but in the long lain, no one 
benefits.'"

Burnt forest

Silver linings will be small com¬ 
fort to the residents of Fori 
McMurcay, but the massive fite 
thitt fbre^ all to flee nuiy keep 
the communitjr safe from a 
similar disaster in the fiitnre. 

Chad Morrison, senior wild¬ 
fire iTuinager in Alberta, said the 
fire has destroyed so much of 
the forest around the commun- 
ihr' that it would be difficult for 
another to spread there again. 

“With the fire that has burnt 
around the communit^i^ much 
of the vegetation has been con¬ 
sumed, so that will actually pro- 
tect if the fire ends up turning 
around,'* he said. 

The blaze, which has now 
grown to more than 2-^0,000 
hectares, has largely moved 
past the coinniuni^v but has 
burned its fringes on all sides. 

Morrison said there are un¬ 
touched areas of the forest and 


crews will work on those to 
make the community safer, 
before residents return. 

“Once the fire has burned 
through, it won't return there, 
but there is still lots of wnrk to 
make that safe," he said. 

The community's mayor, 
Melissa Blake, echoed those 
comments. 

“ 1 feel safe horn fires for the 
next 50 to 75 years, because it 
is not likely to do this again 
real soon," she said. 

But she also said the com¬ 
munity will have to take a hard 
look at how it's laid out and 
how its structures are built. 

Blake added she felt the com- 
munity will have to look at 
its efforts into Fire Smart pro¬ 
grams, which are designed to 
reduce risk from forest fires. 

"1 thought we were doing a 
decent job untd we experienced 
this, but ] am not sure there is 
anything that could have pre¬ 
vented it," she said. 

Blake said residents love the 
cily^'s forest trail system, but 
the forested areas were just 
naiTowly saved from the fire 
— and now the city may have 
to reconsider how thej^ fit into 
the rebuilt city. 

“If those trails had gone it 
would haw spread to the entire 
community."

NATURAL DISASTER 

Fire chief talces brealc as blaze moves on 


The man who has been the 
face of the fine fight in Fort Mc- 
Mutxay is taking some time off. 

While the fine still mges out 
of control in the forest. Wood 
Buffalo fire Chief Uarby j'Vllen 
says work inside the city is 
moving toward recovety and 
that's not his expertise. 

He says he will be heading 
south to Edmonton to have a 
beer and spend some time with 
his wife and two adult sons. 

He's planning to be back 
in Fort McMurray in about a 


week to resume his job as fire 
chief again. 

Allen has been one of 
the people leading the bat¬ 
tle against the wildfire that 
swept into the city last week 
and his heartfelt updates on 
social media have made him 
a celebrity of sorts. 

More than 2,400 homes and 
buildings tvere destroyed in 
the blaze and 530 were dam¬ 
aged, but firefighters under 
his charge have been credited 
with saving up to 90 per cent 


of the city. 

Crews continued to snuff 
out flaneups and seek out hot 
spots Thursday while inspect¬ 
ors assessed damage to homes 
and businesses. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Danielle Larivee says as the 
focus shifts to stabilization 
and recovery, the key goals are 
making sure the fire is com¬ 
pletely out, restoring utilities 
and ensuring the hospital is 
functional. 

That's especially important 


in an isolated region like Fort 
McMurray where the next near¬ 
est hospital is hours away, she 
told a briefing in Edmonton. 

Larivee e.xpects it will take 
five diij's to assess all structures 
in the city, but emphasized 
there is still no fixed date for 
a return. 

“We know that this is not 
what Fort McMurray and area 
residents want to hear, but 
this is what we need to do to 
ensure safety," she said.

If Zander Jacobs' pare nts hiiv'e 
their their son will be re¬ 
united with the Sith lords he 
loves as soon ns possible, back 
in Fort McMurray. 

Ten-year-old Zander left his 
two action figures behind in 
his home — luckily still stand¬ 
ing — Vt^hen he evacuated it last 
week with his family. 

Jacobs can't wait to see Darth 
Vader and Darth Maul again. 

“Tm a really big Star Wars 
fan " he said. “I love aU of them." 
but his parents are just keen 


to return to the city they love. 

“We're planning on going 
back, though thereTl be lots 
of work to do," said Connie Ja¬ 
cobs, Zander’s mother, “‘lhat's 
our home no matter where we 
are, that's ivhere our heart is 
right now.” 

Evacuating the city was 
chaotic for the Jacobs family: 
Zander, his sister and father, 
Steven, weren't at home and 
ended up being evacuated north, 
while his mother was at home, 
ami loaded up their two dogs, cal 
and bearded dragon — packed 
into an Old Dutch potatrrchip 
box — and headed south. 

They're now staying at a 


friend's place in Spruce Cro^'e, 
near Bdmonton, where they're 
sharing space with two other 
families. 

While Jacobs no longer has 
a job to go back to — she was 
working for a condo company 
that had all its units bum — 
she said her husbttnd works for 
a flooring company that they 
believe is still in business. 

She's looking forward to go¬ 
ing home, but safety concerns 
have to be addressed.

Iheresa Blacquiere is adamant 
she ’ivon't return to fort Mc- 
MuiTay, after she fled the city 
in what she calls a terrifying 
experience. 

Mler raging wildfires con¬ 
sumed about 10 percent of Fort 
McMurray last lAneek. Bkicquieie 
was among the more than 83,000 
who left their homes. 

“I left ™th the clothes on my 
back," she said. “It was probably 
the most frightening experience 
I had ever been through.” 

And as many plan to rebuild 


their Kves in the city once ±ey 
can reiuni, blacquiere said she 
won't — she has moved on. 

“I'm too terrified to go back,” 
she said, “and J can guarantee 
you 1 won't be back.” 

She said she isn't sure she'll 
return to fetch her belongings, 
as they continue to sit untouched 
since last week’s blaze. 

“1 just don't know,” she said 
repeatedly. ‘'J’ve gi^nen my land¬ 
lord my notice, so 1 may be pay¬ 
ing rent until June. But it is what 
it is — 1 don't plan on going 
back.” 

Jn fact, Blacquiere has man¬ 
aged to acquire her old Eipart- 
ment in iacombe. 


She said she just feels happ^^ 
to be somewhere away from 
the flames. 

“It's Just so heartbreaking to 
see what has happened," she 
said. 

Blacquiere, who works as a 
clerk at an oil and gas camp 
south of the city, said nobody 
is quite sure when they'll be 
called back up, as the fire proses 
to move in unpredictable ways, 
She said the next two ii^eeks vnll 
be getting settled in Lacombe, 
and Visiting to see how work 
pans out. 

“I haven't looked for other 
jobs, >el," she said. “I'm just go¬ 
ing to take it tkiy-by-day."

increasing 

More children than ever are 
being exploited in the travel 
and tourism sector in Canada 
and around the w'orld, accord¬ 
ing to a new report released 
Thursday. 

The twoyear study, produced 
by the non-governmentiil or- 
ganizatitjn ECPAT International, 
found that child-sex tourism 
has increased drastically and 
changed in nature in the last 
20 years despite strong global 
eSbrts to combat the problem. 

Ihe main reason is the “phe- 
nomenar increase in global 
travel, which has created more 
opportunities for abuse, says a 
member of the task force that 
oversaw the report. 

“The only w^ay not to find 
this problem in any commun¬ 
ity is simply not to look,** Er¬ 
nie vVlIen said in an interview. 

The study found that Qtn- 
ada and the U.S., which have 
traditionally been considered 
“source countries" for abusers, 
are increasingly also becom¬ 
ing destinations. In Canada, 
indigenous women and kids 
are especially vulnerable.

Immigration Minister John 
McCalium says 98 per cent of 
government-sponsored Syr¬ 
ian refiigees have noiv found 
permanent housing. 

The minister is telling a 
Commons committee that the 
remaining two per cent should 
be housed by mid-June. 

He says the government 
plans to bring in 25,000 gov- 
ernment^iponsored refugees 
from Syria this year and is well 
on its tvay to that goal. 

That's on top of the 25,000 
brought in by the end of Febru¬ 
ary in a mix of sponsorships. 

McCalium says 17,300 of this 
year's 25,000 govemment-sponr 
sored refugees have already ar¬ 


rived and the remainder will be 
here by the end of December. 

He says challenges remain 
in the fields of languiige train¬ 
ing and jobs, but resettlement 
efforts are proceeding. 

.McCalium says there is still 
a demand iimong Ciinadians to 
help Syrian refugees. 

“I'm probably the only immi¬ 
gration minister in the w^orld 
w^hose major challenge is not 
being able to deliver enough 
refugees quickly enough to 
satisfy the amazing generos¬ 
ity of Ciinadian households, 
CiiDjdian families who Vi^ant 
to sponsor them," he said. 

“This is good problem to 
have in a sense that it under¬ 
lines the welcoming nature 
of our people, but it's still a 
problem." 


He said additional officials 
have been deployed into the 
region to help process mote 
newcomers. 

The focus on people fleeing 
Syria has not left other refu¬ 
gees short-changed, he added. 

“We have not lost sight, de¬ 
spite the recent attention paid 
to Syrian newcomers, of other 
refugees who also need our 
protection." 

it made sense, he said, to 
put extra effort into the S^rrlan 
situation. “This was the worst 
refugee crisis the world has 
seen in decades." 

McCalium also said that the 
Syrian reftigee program will 
likely come in under budget, 
although final tallies are still 
being made.

Widows upset as RCMP pleads 
not guilty to labour charges 


^'^Tves of two fallen officers left a 
courtroom disappointed Thurs;- 
day after the RCMP pleaded not 
guilty to Labour Code violations 
stemming from a 20 Id shooting 
rampage targeting Mounties. 

“At this point we're just 
hoping fora quick resolution,'' 
said j\ngela Ces^audan, whose 
husband Const. Fabrice Ge- 
vaudiin was one of three Moun¬ 
ties killed when Justin Bourque 
began shooting at police in a 
residential neighbourhood. 

“It has been a frustrating 


process," said Nadine Larche, 
whose husband Const, Doug 
Larche was killed. 

Trial was set for April 17, 
2017. The RCMP are accajsed 
of four violations relating to 
the force's equipment, training 
and supervision. 

The charge allege the RCMP 
failed to provide members with 
the appropriate equipment, in- 
ftimution, instruction and train¬ 
ing in an active shooter event, 
and failed to provide supervisors 
with appropriate information 


and instruction or training in 
an active shooter ev^ent. 

“The matter is going to go 
to trial and the RCMP is go¬ 
ing to contest the allegations," 
said defence lawyer Mark Ertel 
Thursday. 

Bourque pleaded guilty to 
three counts of firsHf egree mur¬ 
der and two counts of attempted 
murder for killing Gevaudan 
and Larche as well as Const. 
Dave Ross, while constables Biic 
Dubois and Darlene Goguen

Speaker PauJ Ryan pledged 
to work together despite tlieir 
differences after a meeting 
Thursday aimed at unif^dng a 
party torn over Trump’s rise 
to the tusp of the Republican 
presidential nomination. The 
speaker stopped short of a full- 
throated endorsement but ap¬ 
peared closer to one. 

Trump and Ryan issued a 
statement describing their 
meeting as a “very positive 
step toward unifltation" that 
recognized ““many important 
areas of common ground** 
as svell as areas w^here they 
disagree. Ryan stunned Re¬ 


publicans by withholding 
his endorsement a week ago 
when it became cJear Trump 
was on a firm path to the 
Qominalion. 

The much-anticipated meet¬ 
ing unfolded as more Repub¬ 
licans have begun urging the 
party to leave the extraordin¬ 
ary discord behind. The state¬ 
ment by the twm suggested 
both are invested in tamping 
down Republican infighting 
as they try to pull the GOP 
together for the fight against 
Hillary Ginton and Democrats 
in the fall. 

Ryan told a news conference 
they are “planting the seeds" 
to accomplish that.

Trump^ in a black SUV^ 
slipped from one GQF power

11 years ago 

Their eythumed bones point to 
the hand lives of staves: arthrit¬ 
ic backs, missing teeth, muscu¬ 
lar frames. In death, they were 
wrapped in shrouds^ burled in 
pine boxes and — o\'er centur¬ 
ies — forgotten. 

Remains of the 14 presumed 
slaves will soon be reburied 
near the Hudson River in New 
York state^ 11 years after ton- 
slniclion workers untovered 
the unmarked gravesite, I'his 
time, volunteers are honouring 
the seven adults, five infants 
and two children in a w^ay that 
would have been unthinkable 
when they died. They will be 
publicly memorialized and 
buried in personalized boxes 
beside prominent families in 
old Albany. 

“it's something we agon¬ 
ize over because it's very rare 
that you have an opportunity 
to not just speak about the 


lives of the enslave d^ but to 
actually do something to hon¬ 
our them " said CoideU Reaves, 
of the Schuyler Flatts Burial 
Ground Project. 

Their headstone is already 
set. The etching, echoing the 
style of ISth-centuiy graves, 
reads: “Here lies the remains 
of 14 souls known only to God. 
Enslaved in life, they are slaves 
no more." 

Archeologists found remains 
in 2005 after a hackhoe oper¬ 
ator uncovered a skull during 
s ewer construction just north 
of Albany. Graves were in tw^o 
rows, heads pointed west. 

The type of wrought iron 
nails on the coffins and brass 
pins on the shrouds indicated 
burials in the ISth or early 19th 
centuries. Ihey were buried 
on the former site of a fami 
owned by members of the local¬ 
ly prominent Schuyler family, 
who kept slaves. 

DNA tests on five of the 
women and one man showed 
maternal ancestry^ from Af¬ 
rica and Madagascar. Another 
woman, identified as of African 
descent, had Native .American 
roots on her mother's side.

slaves is often limited to wills, 
for sale ads and runaway no¬ 
tices. One rare glimpse from 
the Schuyler farm comes in 
the memoir of a woman who 
spent time there as a girl in 
the 1760s. Anne Grant writes 
of slaves cutting wood, thresh¬ 
ing wheat, cooking and eat¬ 
ing under a big shade tree. In 
language that can make 21st- 
century readers wince. Grant 
described the “gentle treat¬ 
ment'* of slaves in the area.

millions 

Almost everyone in brge cities 
in poor and middle-income 
countries faces excessively 
high air pollution, a growing 
problem that is killing more 
than three million people 
prematurely each year, the 
World Health Organization 
said Thursday. Ihe agency say's 
more than four out of five city 
dwellers worldwide live in cit¬ 
ies that don't meet WHO air 
quality guidelines. 

The findings are part of 
WHO's third Global Urban 
Ambient AirPoUutkm Diitabase 

The agency named Zabol, 
Iran, as the city with the high¬ 
est annual mean concentration 
of particulate matter of less 
than 2.5 microns in diameter 
— a key measure of air pollu¬ 
tion that could damage health. 
By that measure, India stood 
out as home to more thum half 
of the 21 most polluted cities. 

In Europe, the Bosnian city 
of Tuzla had the worst air, al¬ 
though its pollu tion level was 
far less than in much larger 
cities in India, Pakistan and

Samsung expands virtual reality

Company pairs 
with Oculus in 
attempt to dazzle 
consumers 

Sm^irtphaae milker Sams-ung 
and virtual reality specialist 
Oculus are trying to dazzle 
tonsumers by adding more 
entertainment and educational 
options to their Gear headset 
in hopes of transforming the 
technological curiosity into a 
cultural phenomenon. 

The new selections an¬ 
nounced Wednestkiy include 
Nomads, a three-dimensional 
Video series examining wav^^r- 
ing lifestyles in remote parts 
of the world. There's also an 
upcoming video game ciilled 
Tactera that requires players to 
plot a battlefield strategy on a 
holographic tabletop, and an¬ 
other 360-degree video called 
fiX9 providing a grim look of 
what it's like to be stuck in a 
prison's solitary'confinement 
cell. 

They join a menu of more 
than 250 apps designed for the 
Gear VR since its consumer 
model was released nearly six 
months ago. That's a meagre 
amount compared to the mil¬ 
lions of apps available for the 
iPhone and devices running on 
the Android operating system. 

De\nces that build an arsenal 
of compelling apps usuaUy are 
easier to sell to consumers.

lYogrammers^ though^ put a 
low'er priority on designing 
apps fordevkeji until they have 
amassed a large audience. 

That hasn't happened yet 
with the Gear, though Oculus 
says it is winning over fans 
faster than it anticipated when 
the headset hit the market 
just before last v'ear's holiday 
shopping seiison. .About I mil¬ 
lion people used the Gear VR 
last month for an average of 
25 minutes per day, according 
to Oculus. About SO per cent 
of that time was spent watch¬ 


ing video. 

Samsung designed the Gear 
for its most recent smart¬ 
phones with the help of Ocu¬ 
lus. a little-known startup until 
online social networking lead¬ 
er Facebook bought it for S2 
billion tvi'o years ago to help 
introduce virtual reality to the 
masses. 

“Oculus can help people ex¬ 
perience anything, anywhere." 
boasted Max Cohen, the com¬ 
pany's head of mobile. “We 
think this [technology) can 
actually change people's lives." 


The concept of viitual real¬ 
ity. a technology that immerses 
people in an artificial world, 
has been around for years, but 
has never taken off. 

The Gear was a forerunner 
to a more advanced virtual- 
reality headset called the Rift 
that costs 5600 and requires a 
connection to a high-powered 
computer. 

The Rift began shipping 
nearly two months ago. al¬ 
though many buyers still 
haven't received the head¬ 
set yet because of delays that

Can garlic cure my cold? 



If I'm coming down with 
a ooldr I should a wallow a 
bunch of garlic right away, 
right? — Rosie, Vancouver 

Mmm. Garlic bread. That will 
definitely make you happy and 
lake your mind off your cold. In 
all seriousness, though, there's 
some evidence garlic prevents 
Colds, but it's pretty weak. 

Garlic contains a fragrant 
compound called allicin. which 
has been shown in the lab to 
have antiviral and antibacterial 


properties. Clinical trials in 
people, though, are scarce and 
mostly poorly designed. The 
most recent review of the re¬ 
search I oould find included just 
one good-quality experiment: 
146 people got either a pla¬ 
cebo or 160 mg of allicin (10 
cloves' worth!) daily for three 
months. According to self-re¬ 
ported symptoms (not the nrost 
reliable), the garlic group had 
less than half as many colds. 

However, the experiment may 
have been thrown off because 


solTre people in the garlid group 
knew who they were: Their bed 
breath gave it away. 

This example illustrates some 
general problems with botanical 
remedies, Nkjsl of their active 
comporients are found in plants 
in trace amounts that can vary 
a lot. And though you can buy 
Concentrated plant products, 
theyTe loosely regulated. You 
can't always be sure the content, 
the dosage or the health claims 
on the labd are accurate. 

If you think "'Even if garlic isn't 


the beat, at least it's natural" I'd 
argue that statement's pretty 
meanihgiess. Cases in point: 
Salicylic acid (aspirin) made in a 
ischemicdly identical to the 
CompourKl found in white wilbw. 
Botulin toxin is a "natural" lethal, 
poison. I'm not a doctor, but I'll 
tell you what I do for coldS: tea, 
Nelflix, over-the-counter fever 
meds, and if I think it's going to 
make me happier, garlic bread.

George Clooney 3s rare breed, 
a one-rumie filni snir. Mention 
“George” Jind everyone knows 
who you're talking about. 

He's headlined a handfiil of 
films dating ail the way back 
to when there wa& a Clinton 
in the White House chat raked 
in north of S100 million. Since 
iemlng the television shotv fiR 
in 1999^ he's released nvo mo\'- 
ies a year on average. Including 
this Vkeekend's Money Monster, a 
thriller about the host of a fiJian- 
dal advice show' held hostage on 
ih'e W by an investor Vi'ho lost 
e\'eiything. 

Some of his films have been 
successful, others not, hut it's 
clear Clooney doesn’t aspire to 
be a. blockbuster star, hfrhaps 
it's because George is, as Time 
culled him. “the last movie star,” 
that he appears determined to 
smash whlit that kind of staidom 
means. By lending his name to 


offbeat movies he deconstructs 
the mechanism of superstardom. 

George steers his career to¬ 
ward chiiracter driven pieces, 
often at the expense of giant 
box office numbers. /\nd while 
the fabric of his fame may fray 
around the edges from time to 
time — he's as susceputile to box 
office vagaries as anyone — he 
stays busy, winning Oscars, pro- 
dudng movies like August: Osage 
County and acting as pitchman 
for e\rerynne from Fiat to Martini 
vermouth. 

“Tm very aware of the fact 
that if not for a Thursday night 
lime slot on HK, I wouldn’t have 
this career," be once said, “so 
I'm going to push the limits as 
much as I can.'"

Geor^ Clooney has \'ovired that 
JJoniild Irump wiL not be elected 
president, promising that “fear is 
not going to be something that 
drives'" the United States. 

Clooney spoke to reporters 
Thursday at the Cannes Film 
Festival where he stars in Jodie 
Foster's hostage thriller Money 
Monster. Clooney, a prominent 
fundraiser for KilUuy^ Clinton, 
insisted that Trump will not virLn. 

“There's not going to be a 
Jr’tesident IJonaldlitump.'" Qoon- 
ey said. 

“That’s not going to happen. 
Fmr is not going to be sorne±iing 
that drives ourtountry. We're not 
going to be soared of Muslims or 
immigrants or women. We're 
not actually afraid ofanj^thing." 

Clooney and his vtife, human 
rights lawyer jAmal Qooney. last 
month hosted a ptiirofe^rents in 
Los Angeles and San Fr^LiKisto 
that raised milKons for CHnlon. 

The actor said that Trump is 


the product of the collision of 
news and entertainment depicted 
in Money .Monster. 

In it, Clooney pltiys a Jim 
Cramer-Kke finandai guru taken 
hostage live on the air by a dis¬ 
traught investor (Jack O'ConneltF 
Julia Roberts costars as the pro 
gram's producer. 

“Trump is actually a result in 
many ways of the fiict that much 
of the news programs didn't fol¬ 
low up and ask lou^ questions.“ 
said Clooney. 

“Twenty-four-hour news 
doesn't meim ]ruaj ^ more news., 
it means you get die same news 
more,'" he continued. 

“More and more and more 
you hear these guys, their rat¬ 
ings go up because they an show 
an empty podium sajTng 'Don¬ 
ald Trump is about to speak," 
as opposed to taking those 30 
seconds and saying, 'Well, let’s 
talk about refugees,' which is 
the biggest crisis going on in the 
world right now." 

For the 55-yei'U'-old Cloonejc 
tele^nsion ne^vs has been a Ufo 
long theme. 

His father, Nick Clooney, was 
a journalist and distinguished 
local news anchor. 

Clooney's second film as a 
director was 2005's Good Night, 


and Good Luck, his black-Eind- 
white Edward R. Mumow drama 
about the halcyon days of tele- 
\nsion netvs. 

j'\s an actor in Steven Soder¬ 
bergh's Out of Sight, he also 
memorably rified on Netvi^ork, 
the Sidne)^ Lumet-Paddy Chayef- 
sky classic of ratings-obsessed 
broadcast netvs. 

“Money Monster talks about 
the estjlution of what has be¬ 
come the cross between nev^^s 
and entertainment. i\nd 1 think 
that's been a big problem. Net- 
■wnrk started it," said Clooney. 
“Eveiything that Paddy Chayef- 
sky wrote in 1975 came tme." 

Money Monster, Foster's 
fourth film as a director, debuted 
in Cannes on Ihursdiiy ahead 
of its North Ameiican release 
on Friday. 

Critics greeted it lAith lukc^ 
warm reviews, though the film 
has drawn praise for being a rare 
commodity, iin adult thrills with 
some meaning. 

“This morie is talking about 
one of the things that I think is 
a great disaster in the way we 
inform ourseK'es right now," said 
Cloone^r. “We've lost the ability 
to get to and tell the truth and 
get to the fects."

It notes that it’s common 
practice for white stars to be 
cast as Asian characters, such 
as Scarlett Johansson playing 
Motoko Kusanagi in the dysto¬ 
pian crime story Ghost in the 
Shell, blonde and blue-eved 
Emmil Stone as Alison Ng in 
Aloha, and Jim Sturgess as Jeff 
Ma in 21.

reboot, a nd as one of the titu¬ 
lar characters in the Harold & 
Kumar comedy Erilogyc 

However, Asian actors in 
Hollywood generally remain 
consigned to bit roles, the web¬ 
site argues.

The website argues that it 
makes economic sense to cast 
more Asian leads, as diverse 
casts promise higher box of¬ 
fice profits.

We drove to Valleyvievr/ 
Gardens^ a Scarborough 
plant centre where we 
planned an picking up a 
few plants to fill some pots 
on our deck.
